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PREFACE 


This exhibition is the result of many months of concentrated effort on the part of the Advisory 
Committee, especially established for this exhibition, and the staff of the Gallery. The aim, as our Com¬ 
mittee Chairman, Mrs. McCook Knox, writes, is to show the variety and the richness of the artistic 
possessions of Washington collectors. The exhibition does not claim to be comprehensive. There 
undoubtedly are other paintings and sculptures of high quality which were unknown to the Committee. 
Indeed, several important works came to our attention too late to be included. Others, known to us, 
were, for a variety of reasons, unavailable. But the 3 52 loans which make up Privately Owned will give 
at least some idea of the riches which quietly adorn the homes of Washington and its vicinity. 

This type of exhibition especially, to be successful, requires a large measure of cooperation, widely 
shared. Therefore, the satisfaction at its completion may be enjoyed by the many who, in varying 
degree, assisted in bringing it about: the Trustees, and in particular their President, Charles C. Glover, 
Jr., who has taken a great personal interest in the exhibition since its inception, the lenders, the Com¬ 
mittee and the staff, all of whom have worked with enthusiasm and efficiency. 

The Frick Art Reference Library graciously permitted us to copy their extensive file of paintings 
and sculpture owned in Washington, which provided the basis on which the exhibition was developed. 
We wish to express our thanks for this considerable service. 

Mrs. McCook Knox, as Chairman of the Committee, carried out a very heavy task with unfailing 
patience, thoroughness and ability. Without her knowledge of Washington collections, her wide 
familiarity with works of art and her experience in organizing large loan exhibitions, Privately Owned 
would hardly have been possible. Our thanks are also due Mrs. Knox for the thoughtful introduction 
she was kind enough to write for this catalogue. The Vice-Chairmen, Mrs. Duncan Phillips and 
Mrs. Charles C. Glover, Jr., have both given freely of their time, and their wise judgment and practical 
advice on varied matters has been of incalculable value. 

The Corcoran Gallery is grateful, indeed, to these lenders who, out of a sympathetic understanding 
of the purpose of the exhibition, have most generously allowed treasured possessions temporarily to be 
removed from their homes so that they may be enjoyed by a wider audience.

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Introducing Privately Owned 


Katharine McCook Knox 

Our capital city, although assuredly centered in world political and social consciousness, has, until 
fairly recently, been remote in its accent on art. 

Now with its magnificent National Gallery of Art, newly built, its other fine galleries enhanced, 
its libraries and museums modernized, Washington teems with the alert studying traveller, American 
as well as foreign. Pilgrim and potentate earnestly absorb both the method and scope of displays in our 
comparatively young metropolis, and search for a lull, however brief, in the rancorous confusion and 
jolting whirl of today’s universe. 

"What so full of content as to read, walke and see mappes, pictures and statues . . . ?” Thus 
in The Anatomy of Melancholy did Robert Burton of the seventeenth century, make inquiry. 1 

The aim of this exhibition is to publicly show certain pictures and statues now privately owned 
in Washington and its environs. It is our hope that old-time contentment coupled with modern excite¬ 
ment will be yours in the viewing of this vibrantly personal exhibition, put on in the midst of an era 
which, in the opinion of some, is on the verge of tragical impersonality. 

The writer feels that the residents of the District of Columbia and neighborhood have always been 
and still are singularly free from any follow-the-leader art complexities and that the painting and sculp¬ 
ture they have acquired is, therefore, not the result of fad buying impelled by stipulated trends, but is 
an unhurried development satisfying and often downright necessary to the happiness of the individual 
owner. Why do certain people acquire certain works of art? The attempt at solving such a problem 
can be a fascinating study which frequently has reward in fresh vision of the art object itself and in 
truer understanding of the often below surface characteristics of those with whom we mingle. Or in 
simpler vein, what can be more fun than just collecting? 

As far as we have ascertained this is the largest and most diversified exhibition of the fine arts, in 
this country, ever to have been drawn from current private collections in a limited area. In the course 
of the last few years several museums such as those in Hagerstown, Maryland; Newark, New Jersey; 
Andover, Massachusetts; Dallas, Philadelphia, Detroit, Boston and the Museum of Modern Art, New 
York have held somewhat similar shows. As long ago as the spring of 1937 the Phillips Gallery assem¬ 
bled a delightful exhibition Paintings and Sculpture Owned in Washington made up of forty indi¬ 
vidual loans. 

In planning the present exhibition, which contains European and American paintings, sculpture, 
water colors, pastels, drawings and miniatures, every effort was made to find objects representing as 
wide a time range as possible within the scope of the show. Much attention was devoted to making 
the selections fine in quality and unusual in the variety of subject and style — a dual standard appro¬ 
priate to a collection of this kind. The enveloping mystery of the arts of the Orient and the courageous

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clarity of living American craftsmanship will be lacking. Space, or the want of it, is one of several 
obdurate restrictions which also prevented the inclusion of some other categories — prints and the 
decorative arts, for instance, in which this neighborhood is rich. 

The sources from which the exhibition were gathered fall into three groups — the general collector, 
the specializing collector and the inheritor. Into one or another of these divisions may also be fitted 
those lenders who reside temporarily in our capital as representatives of foreign governments. The 
discernment and sophistication which is so natural to diplomats is nowhere better evidenced than in 
such of their persona] treasures as it is our good fortune to be able to show side by side with some of 
our own. 

Perhaps timely to those who have read thus far will be an explanation of the modus operand i, both 
formal and informal, which brought this exhibition into being. Since 1922 arrangements have been 
made by the Frick Art Reference Library of New York for recording and photographing paintings 
in the District of Columbia and nearby Maryland and Virginia. These lists, with ownership and 
addresses kept up to date we, who have assembled the exhibition, have freely used, and can therefore 
justly credit with being our initial source of information. Our patrons, our Advisory Committee, the 
members of the Corcoran Gallery staff and many obliging friends have, in their turn, by their co-opera¬ 
tion increased the store of knowledge in the files of the Frick Library. 

Telephone calls numerous beyond belief were, of course, the first approach to collectors, followed 
by our visits to those who were sympathetic to our intention. At this point the cost of transportation 
might easily have caused a jagged tear in the neat fabric of the Corcoran's budget, had it not been for 
a Committee member's generous loan of a station wagon. Through eight months of 1950-1951 this 
staunch motor vehicle kept rolling twice weekly. Present, almost without a break and automatically 
taking their accustomed seats, were Mrs. C. C. Glover, Jr.; Hermann W. Williams, Jr., Director of 
the Gallery; Mrs. Russell J. Quandt (then Miss Eleanor B. Swenson), Curator of American Art; Charles 
H. Buckley, former Keeper of the Clark Collection and the writer. From time to time other members 
of the staff joined up. Although certain things seemingly essential to our personal comfort might have 
been forgotten in our early morning rush to be prompt for the stimulating albeit exacting day ahead, 
none of us ever let slip our equipment of notebooks, and ideas! A poll of the latter, taken immediately 
after each visit, had the virtue of bypassing mental stagnation. Our inhibitions seemed to vanish, as we 
travelled along the road at a clip both steady and gay. Mrs. Duncan Phillips could not be with us on 
our field trips but she was present and always constructive during our frequent meetings held at the 
Gallery, where with earnest deliberation many final decisions were made. 

As Robert Burton, long ago, found art enjoyment conducive to content and so disserts, Duncan 
Phillips of our own time continues the theme further developed in The Artist Sees Differently : "The 
sense of well-being and enriched capacity for living which art can give, not only to those who create, 
but also to those who contemplate, is, I like to think, a privilege of the many as well as of the 
technically trained and sensitive few ..."
